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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1935. 


To  the  Chairmwi  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District 
Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Rural 
IJistrict  of  Beverley  for  1955. 

Statistics.  Tiie  corrected  Death  Rate  of  9.85  is  lovt^er  than 
the  average  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Again  the  main  causes  of  death  were  cardiac  disease,  122  cases, 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  44  cases ; and  cancer,  36 
cases. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  is  14.63  and  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  is  21.2  per  1,000  live  births. 

Public  Health  Departments  will  have  to  play  an  increasingly 
imjjortant  part  in  the  prevention  of  Cancer  by  educating  the  people 
lo  recognise  the  early  signs  and  symptoms  of  this  disease ; thus 
encouraging  them  to  report  such  symptoms  to  their  medical  adviser 
as  soon  as  they  appear.  Dr.  Malcolm  Donaldson,  in  his  report  on 
the  two  year  pilot  Cancer  Education  Scheme  in  the  East  Riding 
area  stated  ; “There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  public  do  want 
to  have  much  more  information  about  Cancer.”  This  opinion  is 
sui)ported  by  the  rejjort  of  a similar  experiment  in  the  Manchester 
area.  In  addition  to  teaching  the  early  signs  and  symptoms  of 
Csncer,  education  aims  at  reducing  appreliension  and  fear  of  this 
disease  , this  psychological  aspect  may  even  be  the  more  important 
of  the  two. 

Considerahlf'  interest  has  been  shown  in  recent  years  in  Cancer 
of  the  lung  and  its  possible  relationshi])  to  cigarette  smoking  and 
atmos|)heric  pollution.  In  Beverley  and  district  there  have  been  62 
deaths  from  Lung  Cam  er  in  the  past  five  years.  The  i)resent  state 
of  f)ur  knowledge  suggests  that  there  is  a definite  relationship  between 
heav\’^  cigarette  smoking  and  the  incidence  of  Cancer  of  the  lung. 
Cancer  Erlucation  will  continue  to  be  carried  on  in  this  area  under 
tlic  local  committees  which  were  set  up  for  this  purpose. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Tuberculosis.  1 'he  total  number 

of  infectious  dis<‘ascs  notified  during  this  year  is  greater  than  in  the 
I'.revious  year,  <hie  to  a measles  outbia'ak  involving  239  cases. 

I he  next  most  comm()n  con^litlon  w'as  wdiooping  cough  with  a total 
o|  56  eases.  However,  l)oth  of  tiu'se  diseases  are  now  comparatively 
mild  ami  the  eornplieal ions  can  })(‘  readily  controlled  by  modern 
therapy.  Only  1 ease  of  confirmed  poliomyelitis  occurred  during 
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the  year  as  compared  with  8 in  1954.  There  was  a decrease  in 
the  number  of  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  from  19  in  1954  to  15 
in  1955,  and  2 deaths  were  attributed  to  tuberculous  infection. 

Tuberculosis.  All  cases  are  followed  up  by  a home  visit;  this 
visit  is  carried  out  by  a Health  Visitor  who  also  acts  as  Tuberculosis 
Visitor  in  the  County  area,  and  attends  the  local  Chest  Clinic,  so 
that  the  link  between  clinical  and  preventive  services  for  this  disease 
is  a close  one.  A special  report  is  submitted  in  each  case  by  the 
Health  Visitor  to  the  Chest  Physician,  and  family  contacts  are  given 
every  opportunity  to  attend  for  medical  examination  and  X-ray. 
1 feel  that  no  more  could  be  done  to  trace  home  contacts,  but  much 
more  could  probably  be  achieved  in  the  preventive  sphere  by  more 
active  tracing  of  work  contacts.  The  largest  single  group  of  new 
eases  occurred  among  the  15-25  age  group.  The  facilities  for 
Sanatorium  treatment  are  now  adequate  in  this  area,  as  there  is  no 
waiting  time  for  cases  which  require  hospital  treatment. 

Yaccination  and  Immunisation.  285  persons  were  vaccinated 
or  re-vaccinated  as  against  256  in  1954.  Although  this  is  satisfactory 
as  compared  with  other  areas  throughout  the  country,  it  is  still 
below  the  vaccination  rate  which  gives  complete  protection  against 
the  introduction  of  smallpox  into  the  district.  Residents  of  the 
Rural  District  must  be  reminded  that  they  are  in  close  proximity  to 
the  port  of  Kingston-upon-Hull,  and  that  there  is  real  danger  of 
smallpox  occurring.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
the  vaccination  of  children  in  the  area  should  be  as  complete  as 
possible  in  order  to  guard  against  the  risk  of  infection. 

A total  of  514  children  were  immunised  during  the  year,  the 
percentage  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  in  the  Rural  District  is  82.8,  which  can  be 
considered  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  Food.  Three  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  one 
farm  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  following  cases 
of  food  poisoning  being  reported  from  an  adjoining  area.  Three 
farther  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination  afteir 
complaints  had  been  made  concerning  smell  and  appearance.  It 
was  found  in  the  case  of  all  samples  submitted  that  the  milk  was 
satisfactory. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food  is  gov^erned  by  such 
factors  as  the  condition  giving  rise  to  condemnation,  the  quantity 
involv’ed,  the  type  of  food,  etc.  In  view  of  this,  no  hard  and  fast 
rules  are  laid  dowm,  but  generally  disposal  will  fall  under  the  follow- 
ing headings  : — - 
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Type  of  Food. 

Carcase  meat  and  offals. 

Foodstuffs  condemned  at  Hospitals, 
Schools  and  other  large  Insti- 
tutes. 

Small  quantities  of  foodstuffs  con- 
demned on  complaint  by  private 
individuals.

Water.  Sampling  of  the  main  piped  supply  and  private 
supplies  has  been  ( arried  out,  and  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
purity  of  the  Wei  ton  Village  supply  was  questioned  and  57  samples 
w'ere  taken,  the  general  result  showed  the  wate.r  to  be  satisfactory 
tor  a rural  supply. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Clerk  and  other  Officials,  for  their  co-operation  and 
willing  help  in  all  public  health  matters.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  Registrar  General  has  notified  his  estimation  of  the  popula- 
tion at  mid  1955  as  21,840,  whieh  is  an  inerease  of  220  over  the 
figure  for  1954. 

Births.  There  were  283  live  births  registered  in  the  Rural 
District  during  1955.  Of  these,  139  were  males  and  144  females. 
This  is  31  less  than  in  1954.  There  were  3 illegitimate  births  all 
males,  and  the  birth  rate  was  14.63  as  compared  with  16.38  the 
previous  year. 

Still  Births.  There  were  5 still  births  during  the  year,  3 
males  and  2 females,  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  17.6  per  1,000  live 
births. 

DcSithS.  During  the  year  there  were  212  deaths,  112  males 
and  100  females,  being  a decrease  of  36  compared  with  the  figure 
for  1954.  The  death  rate  was  9.85,  as  (-ompared  with  11.68  in 
1954. 

Infant  Mortality.  There  were  6 infant  deaths  during  1955, 
4 males  and  2 females,  equivalent  to  a rate  of  21.2  per  1,000  live 
births. 

Tuberculosis  Death  Kate.  The  tuberculosis  death  rate  was 
0.09  per  1,000  of  the  population.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological  examina- 
tion are  sent  to  the  Laboratories  at  the  Hull  and  Beverley  hospitals 
and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and 
ice-cream  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including 
infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as 
the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Clinics.  Tuberculosis — A Clinic  was  held  each  Thursday  after- 
noon at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley. 

Venereal  Disease — A Clinic  was  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill 
Street,  Hull.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1955. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
1 955. 

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  segregate  the  work  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  those  affecting  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  as  from  1st  April,  1955,  has  facilitated  and  expedited 
tlie  vanous  inspections  which  are  required  under  the  various  Acts 
and  Regulations  dealing  with  housing,  meat  inspection,  nuisances, 
siiops,  caravans,  etc.  It  is  proposed^  brieflj^,  to  review  some  of  the 
n;ore  important  services  wiiiclr  will  concern  or  come  within  the 
sphere  of  responsibility  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mains  Water  is  distributed  by  the  Council,  the  Hull  Corporation 
and  the  Dalton  Estate  Company,  the  latter  being  a private  supply. 
J’he  Council  obtain  water  in  bulk  for  distribution  within  their 
statutory  area  from  Howden  Rural  Council,  the  Driffield  Rural 
Council  and  the  Beverley  Corporation,  in  addition  to  water  from 
their  own  supply  at  South  Cave. 

No  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  maintaining 
supplies.  New  mains  were  laid  to  serve  two  wold  farms  in  Cherry 
Burton  Parish,  private  development  in  Molescroft  and  a Prison  under 
construction  at  Evertliorpe. 

A total  of  97  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Samples  from  the  Council’s  supply  at  South  Cave 
liave  again  shown  the  water  to  be  of  high  quality.  The  purity  of 
the  Welton  Village  supply  having  been  questioned,  a series  of  57 
samples  were  taken,  and  whilst  a small  number  of  individual  samples 
were  poor,  tbe  results  showed  tlie  water  to  be  generally  satisfactory 

for  a rural  siip|)ly.  A niindier  of  samples  was  also  taken  from  bore- 

holes furnishing  domestic  supplies,  and  in  those  cases  where  the 
analysis  was  iK)t  satisfactory  tlie  occupiers  w'ere  advised  of  the 
imporiance  of  lioiling  w\ater  licfore  consumj)tion. 

Duly  six  Council  Houses  remained  without  piped  water  and 

fliese  W(‘re  situated  in  remote  areas  in  Woodinansey  and  Weel. 

Samples  were  taken  from  the  bore  serving  the  four  liouses  in  Wood- 
roansey  j)roved  tlie  water  to  be  unsatisfaetory,  and  a new  bore  was 
f)ut  down. 

d’lie  following  ta])lc  shows  the,  position  concerning  water  supply 
to  flornestie  i)r(‘mises  at  tbe  end  of  the  year.  An  aggregate  of  5,368 
liMiis^s  <»r  some  harl  l)een  su|)plied  with  mains  water  by  31st 

Derfm})er,  1955  as  compared  with  76%  in  1948.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


The  number  of  pail  closets  and  ashpits  particularly  within 
villages  is  still  high.  Before  the  imposition  of  financial  restrictions 
it  seemed  possible  that  within  a relatively  short  time  sewers  would 
be  available  in  Newbald,  Ellerker,  Tickton,  Leven,  Melton  and 
Woodmansey.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  only  Melton  and  part 
of  the  Woodmansey  Scheme  appeared  likely  to  go  forward. 

The  laying  of  sewers  in  South  Cave,  and  a portion  of  the  Joint 
Trunk  Sewer  w^ere  completed  by  mid  year,  and  drain  connections  to 
the  majority  of  properties  completed  later. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  secure  conversions  to  water  closets  and 
the  Council  continued  to  give  grants  in  appropriate  cases. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  Council  continued  to  collect  refuse  and  clear  ashpits  and 
pail  closets  in  all  the  parishes  and  this  service  operated  satisfactorily. 
Disposal  w as  by  controlled  tipping  at  two  tips  ; one  at  Blue  Stones 
Bottom,  Walkington,  serving  the  Northern  villages,  and  the  other 
at  Old  Brick  Ponds,  North  Ferriby,  for  the  Southern  villages.  The 
equi])ment  and  personnel  involved  consisted  of  5 vehicles  and  21  men. 

Weekly  collection  was  made  from  2 Hospitals,  2 Military  Estab- 
lishments. 200  business  premises  and  schools,  and  5,790  houses,  the 
last  mentioned  figure  having  increased  by  897  during  the  year.  Of 
the  5,790  houses,  1,010  had  pail  closets  and  355  ashpits. 

HOUSING. 

The  review  of  the  housing  conditions  in  the  District  required  by 
tlie  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  was  commenced  and  the 
jiroposals  sulimitted  to  the  Ministry  envisaged  the  condemnation  of 
225  houses,  in  addition  to  those  condemned  before  the  last  war — 
making  a total  re-housing  programme  of  approximately  417. 

Af)j)lications  were  received  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  in  respect  of  34  jiropertics.  Grants  to  the  total 
' able  of  £4,315  were  given  in  respect  i)f  25  properties. 

It  was  anticipated  that  the  Housing  Rcjiairs  and  Rents  Act 
lf>51  w'oidd  prodip'c  a large  number  of  applications  for  Certificates 
(T  Disrepair  . During  the  year  how(*vcr.  only  tw'o  applications  were 
received,  one  being  granted  and  the  t/tlnu'  refused.

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NUISANCES, 

A total  of  67  complaints  regarding  nuisances  were  received  and 
investigated.  The  jnatters  dealt  with  may  be  summarised  under  the

Intensive  pig  keeping  within  villages  and  complaints  concerning 
drainage  in  low  lying  areas  where  sewers  were  not  available  were 
the  most  difficult  to  deal  with.  Smell  and  fly  nuisance  from  the 
former  arose  not  so  much  from  the  conditions  in  which  pigs  were 
kept,  as  from  the  storing  of  manure  on  the  site  for  long  periods. 

A dust  nuisance  from  a cement  works  has  over  a long  period 
given  rise  to  inconvenience  to  residents  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
area,  and  in  particular,  in  North  Ferriby.  The  installation  of  electro- 
static precipitators  in  the  chimney  flue  has  materially  reduced  the 
nuisance. 

MILK. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2) 
Order,  1955.  which  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  December,  1955. 
requires  all  milk  sold  by  retail  within  the  Rural  District,  tO'  be  sold 
under  a special  designation  : i.e.  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin 
d'ested.  In  consequence,  milk  producers  not  producing  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  must  now  have  their  milk  beat-treated. 

This  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  I/icences  issued 
under  the  Regulations.  These  were  as  follows  : —

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MILK  & DAIRIES  REGULATIONS, 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District 
and  registered  as  Distributors  was  20.  Two  premises  were  registered 
as  Dairies'. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  eight  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  situate  in  Leven, 
Liind,  Walkington,  South  Cave,  Woodmansey,  Weiton  and  Ellough- 
lon  (2).  Daily  slaughtering  took  place  at  the  main  premises  in 

Woodmansey  and  every  animal  slaughtered  was  inspected.  Regular 

visits  were  made  to  the  remaining  slaughterhouses  which  are  used 
mainly  in  connection  with  retail  businesses. 

Examinations  for  cysticercus  bovis  were  regularly  made  but  only 
<me  cyst  was  found. 

Meat  which  is  condemned  remains  the  property  of  the  butcher 

and  investigations  concerning  its  disposal  were  made  as  occasion 

demanded. 

Inspections  of  food  other  than  meat  were  made  during  routine 
inspections  of  food  premises  and  on  receipt  of  complaints,  and  the 
1‘oilowing  were  condemned  : —

FACTORIES. 

There  are  16  factories  within  the  District  and  during  the  year 
.'^l  inspections  were  made.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
with  one  exception,  where,  due  to  a change  of  ownership,  the 
sanitary  convenience  previously  used  was  no  longer  available.  The 
occupier  of  the  factory  agreed  to  provide  the  necessary  accommoda- 
tion. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

W’  ork  in  this  field  was  maintained,  one  rodent  operator  being 
employed.  l,50i  visits  Avere  made  to  private  premises,  63  infesta- 
ti<jns  being  discovered  in  addition  to  70  reported  by  occupiers  and 
of  these  131  were  treated  by  the  Council. 

Perioflic  inspections  of  the  various  properties  owned  by  the 
Council,  including  sewage  disj)osal  works  and  refuse  tips,  were  made 
aiul  28  treatments  carried  out.  From  i)revious  experience  it  was 
<onsidered  desirable  to  partially  treat  13  sewerage  systems  in  March 
anrl  6 in  Sef)tember.  l^a^  h treatment  revealed  light  infestations 
in  5 systems.
